All which notwithſtanding, the painting 
of a Puritane is fo hard and difficult, as that 
the ioynt skil of Appelles,Pyrgoteles, Praxi- 
tcles,and of all the cunning Painters in Saint 
Cbriſoſtoms time , will ſcarſe reach this ob- 
1ect. 

For as Proteus changed himſelte into di- 
uers ſhapes,and appeared ſometimes like a 
flame of fire, ſometimes like a Bull,8& ſome- 
times like a terrible Serpent:{o the Puritane 
chagethhimſelte likewiſe intodiuers ſhapes, 
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and appeareth ſorhetirties like a Proteſtant ;; 
ſometimes like a Papiſt; and fometimes like 


an Anabaptiſt. |

Jy 
returned home,and ſpake veric homely againſt the book 
of Common Prayer,and againſt therites and ceremonies 
of the Church of England. But they being then (as they 
haue bene euer ſince) ouer-matched by the reuerend Fa- 
thers ofour Church,childiſhly made their complaint to 
Maſter Beze,as apeareth by an *Epiſtleof his, which he » zp;/,8, 
wrote to DoQtor Grenda/,in the yeare of our Lord, 1556. 
and by another © Epiſtle, which hee wroteabouta yeare c z,jp, 12, 
aftcr,where he hath theſe words: Being often and great- , fpanh 
ly defired of my deareſt beloowed Bretheren of the Fo gong 
(burch of England , that intheir miſerable eftate I 
world giue them ſome connſell whereupon their conſczences 
might reft, (Diners men holding diners opinions ) a long 
time 1 deferred for diners waightie cauſes ſo to doe: and 1 ;
